The measure, introduced by Sen­ 
ator Rodney B. Swift of Highland 
Park, had received the approval of 
the senate and 
came before the 
house subject to amendment un­ 
der the sponsorship of Rep. Wil­ 
liam F. Weiss of Waukegan. 
It had no sooner appeared on 
the floor than it became the ta r ­ 
get for an attack led by Rep. E l­ 
mer J. Schnakenberg of 
Chicago 
and

O’Neil 
Browne of Ottawa. 
Defeat of this bill will be a great 
disappointment to health authori­ 
ties and 
civic 
organizations of 
Cook county, w-ho were among its 
sponsors.

House Bill No. 118 introduced by 
Mrs. Rena Elrod of Chicago and 
referred to the House Committee 
on Education. 
This bill proposes to amend the 
physical education law enacted in 
I 11)15 by making 
it apply 
to all 
pupils by providing for a definite 
course of instruction in health edu- 
j cation and for a definite adminis- 
j tration of the law. 
The purposes 
set forth in the bill are as follows: 
“To develop ideals of efficiency 
as dependent upon organic vigor, 
bodily and mental poise, proper 
physical development and obedi­ 
ence to the rules of hygiene. 
“To instruct pupils in physiology 
and the laws of health and the con­ 
ditions that promote physical and 
mental efficiency. 
“To 
develop 
personal 
health 
habits and a hygienic school and 
home life. 
“To secure scientific supervision 
of the sanitation of school build­ 
ings 
and 
playgrounds 
and 
the 
equipment thereof.” 
The bill provides that all tax- 
supported state schools for the 
training of teachers shall have spe­ 
cial courses in physical education 
and shall require all students to 
take such courses. 
The normal 
school board shall establish a spe­ 
cial curriculum at one or more of 
the State Normal schools for train­ 
ing expert supervisors of physical 
education. The general state sup 
ervisors of physical education. The 
general state supervisor of physi­ 
cal education shall be appointed by 
the Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction, and his duties are clearly 
set forth in the bill. 
Many of the physical weaknesses 
and deformities and much of the 
ill-health, lowered vitality and les­ 
sened efficiency among our people 
could be prevented by proper phy­ 
sical education and health training 
in youth.
